GEEAT STRIKE OF RAILWAY KEN 
IN THE UNITED STATES. 

A Riot ^Baltimore Suppressed with 
Ball Cartridge. 



New York, July 20.— The engineers, 
firemen and brakesmen of the railroads of 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maryland and Vir- 
trinis have Btruck against a reduction of 
ten per cent, in the rale of wages. At 
present all trains on thoso linos lmvo 
teased running, and crowds of strikers 
mid thoir friends obstruct hands who are 
willing to run Lhe trains. The President 
has issuod a proclamation ordering luo 
Btrikera to disperse. 

Pittsburg, July 20 —Nino hundred 
loaded cars are lying on tho traok between 
Union depot and East Liberty, while the 
number en route swells tho total number 
to fifteen hundred. 

Columbus. Ohio, July 20.— Tho block- 
ade of trains at Newark, in consequence 
of the strike on tho B. & O., contiuues. 
No freight trains have been permitted to 
go out so far. Several trains attempted 
to go out but wore stopped. It is report- 
ed torpedoes have been put on tho track 
at some points. The sheriff read tho riot 
net this morning, but it had no effect on 
the strikers. . 

Washxngton-.JuIy 20.--Tho train which 
left the Baltimore and Ohio railroad sta- 
tion for the west this morning was ac- 
companied by a military guard. 

PlTTsnUBG, July 20. — Tho wtrikoon the. 
Pittsburg, Fort Wayne and Chicago road 
is serious, cmbniciug all freight crews of 
the eastern division, from Pittsburg to 
Alliance. Passenger traffic is not inter- 
rupted, and there has not bean any noisy 
demonstration reported. 

Pittsburg, Fort Way no and Chicago 
firemen and brakemen struck at Ib;30 this 
afternoon. 

The troops have been ojlled out and 
are now moving. 

Nothing occurred up to noon, when 
strikers on tha road sent a dispatch from 
Hornelsvillo signed P. J. Dana, which 
created the wildest excitement. It an- 
nounced that the firemen and brakesmen 
on Iho New York and Erie railroad quit 
work this morning. The sheriff appeared 
and road tho president's proclamation, 
which was greeted with hisses and hoots. 
Ho assured tho strikers that the law would 
be enforced at auy cost. He counseled 
quiet. 

AtFarron's station this afternoon, tho 
strikers gathered in forco and loudly de- 
nounced Gen. Pearson and the military, 
and threaten to shoot Pearson should lis 
attempt, as ho promised to bring a train 
through himself. 

Baltimore, July 20.— Gov. Carroll has 
issued a proclamation ordering the rioters 
to diaper ou. As th* o'th regiment was 
marching to Camden station ttie regiment 
was stoned and fired into by Iho crowd on 
the streets. Tho regiment fired into a 
crowd and a number wore killod and 
wounded. Tho confusion and excitement 
are so great at present it is impossible to 
get at the fncts now. Four dead bodies 
have been taken to a mkldlo district sta- 
tion, and a number of wounded, six or 
seven, to various drug stores. 

Baltimore, July 20. 10:30 P. M. — Tho 
depot at Camden station caught tiro, and 
it was reported cleaned out, but was ex- 
tinguished with but little damage. Tho 
telegraph office was cleaned out, but it 
was tho dispatcher's oftico on tho station 
platform, and not tho office in tho muin 
building. All the Baltimore and Ohio 
wires havo boon cut. 

Baltimork, Maryland, July 21. — In 
yiew of the condition of affairs existing 
here tho governor has revoked tho order 
for the fifth regiment to proceed to Cum- 
berland, and it will bo held in readiness 
to aid city authorities. Aftnr the fifth re- 
giment had boon ordered out to Camden, 
orders were ulso issued for tho sixth regi- 
ment, Col. Clarenco Peters, to assemble. 
Of tho assault on the regiment and tiring 
which resulted so fatally, ho gives the 
following account: A few minutes before 
5 o'clock Col. Poters received orders from 
Gen. Herbert to assemble his regiment at 
their armory without delay immediately. 
After this Col. Peters received orders 
from Gen. Herbert to send fc< Camden 
station, in charge of the senior oliaoluin, 
without field officer-, three companies of 
S'ia regiment arin>.d, equipped and sup- 
plied with ammunition. As they march- 
ed down tho stairway of their armory into 
tho street in columns uf twos, Capt Top- 
per at tho head of hij command, ILeforc 
most men on reaching tho sidewalk woro 
assailed by a shower of stones and bricks 
thrown by an excited crowd in front of 
tho armory building. Front and Fayette 
streets, on tho south of the building, were 
filled for several squares with an excited 
multitude of four or five thousand people. 
At the first volley of stones and bnck six 
private* were felled to tho ground in a 
senseless condition and were carried back 
into the armory amid a shower of stones. 
Companies I and F filed into Front sticct 
headod sonth towards Baltimore stroi't. 
The aBsault by tho crowd growing fiercer, 
snd company B not yet being out of thu 
armory, the former were halted to await 
tho latter. Col. Peters and Mayor George 
nt this time wont to tho head of tho col- 
umn, endeavoring to quiet, the riot and 
restore order; stones continuing to fall 
thick e.nd fast, the men without orders 
fired into tho crowd, most of the guns be- 
ing elevated above their heads. By this 
volley ono man was killed and several 
wounded. Poters gavo order* to coaso 
firing, which was obeyed. Mayor George 
was struck with two boulders on the 
breast and in tho right leg, injuring him 
not soriously. An they marched along 
Baltimore street, westward by Gay. Holt 
day, South and Calvert streets, stoning 
was kept up, and firing by the companies 
was recommenced with stray shots and 
continued nt intervals until tho company 
reached Column it Roger's drug store. On 
Baltimore stroct Company B marched 
into the street through a volley of atones 
and other missiles, tiring shots, and by a 
Hank movement marched up Front street, 
northward to Cay, and thence to Balti- 
more street and Camden station. 

At this hour, 1:1)0 o'clock a, m., Balti- 
more is comparatively quiet. At ten 
o'clock the despatched} house at Camden 
Hlation was tired and totally destroyed. 
The depot was badly burned as far up as 
Barre street. Tho lump and oil houso, 
coiner of Bane and Howard streolfl, was 
destroyed. 

The Fifth Regiment, with 150 muhkots, 
in command of Capt. llolliugor, left thoir 
armory over Richmond rad Markot 



streets about 7 o'clock p. m. They 
marched down Ottawa street but nothing 
unusual occurred until Lombard street 
was readied, when a crowd that liuod tho 
street commenced stoning llioru. This 
continued until tho regiment got in front 
of Camden streot, when they turned on 
the crowd, charged bayonets and disper- 
sed it. Tho following woro disabled from 
duty: Capt. Herbert; Liouts. Iioqers, 
Spear and Sadler; Sergeants Houndorly 
and Armstrong; Privates MoKenzie and 
Hay ward. None of tho above, however, 
are dangerously wounded. Many others 
received slight wounds. Nearly ovory 
member of the company at Iho end of tho 
lino was struck by stones. Not a shot 
was fired at tho depot by tho mob or tho 
regiment, tho latter having received 
orders not to load their muskets at tho 
depot. Tlio greatest excitement prevails, 
and for squares about thousands of ex- 
cited people gathered during tho fires, 
which nearly consumed tho lower end of 
tho depot. Tho firemen were greatly re- 
tarded by the mob, and the policemen 
had to bo stationed at oaeh ongino, with 
instructions to shoot any ono who attempt- 
ed to interfere with tho firemen in the 
discharge of their duties. Gov. Carroll, 
Mayor Latrobo and General Herbert and 
stuff woro present at the depot all tho 
evening. Tho track along Chicago 
Avenue has been torn up and blockaded 
with carts, drays, &o., in several places. 

At midnight tho Fifth Regiment and 
three companies of tho Sixth, woro still ut 
Camden station. Col. Peters is with ono 
hundred men of tho Sixth nt their armory 
all under arms. 

Rochester, NY., 21. — Tho 51th regi- 
ment is ordered to proceed at once to 
Hornellsville. 

BALTiMORB,July 21. — At Ibis hour, 1:45 
a.m., it as ascertained positively that ten 
woro killod and ten riotors arrested by 
officers of the southern station, and that 
several seriously shot wero taken to their 
homos, of whom no account can bo had 
to-night.

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A meoting callod by tha Churclawai'dens 
of St. John's was hold last evoning at the 
St. John's Sehoolroom on Douglas street, 
for the purpose of considering whothor 
congregation bolonged to tho Synod. 

llov. Mr. Jenus explained why tho 
meeting had been called, and gave as his 
opinion that tho Church had not joined 
tho Synod, and that no acts passed by 
that Synod ware binding on tlio congre- 
gation. Ho wished tho members of the 
congregation to state whether they consi- 
dered that they were in the Synod. 

Mr. Drake reviowod th« calling of tho 
Synod, and gave it as his opinion that St. 
John's did belong to it. He thought 
that before deciding on this qusstion the 
mombers should have an opportunity of 
seeing what tho Synod had done, and for 
this purposo moved that tho inootiug 
should bo adjourned for one month. 

Bov. Mr. Jenus spoko of the olergy 
hero and thought that tha only independ- 
ent clergymen were Archdeacon Woods 
and himself, tho others being to a certain 
extont tied to the Bishop. Ho aaid that 
ho had been told that the Synod would bo 
tho moans of fostoring brothorly lovo and 
unity betweeu the olergy and laity. Ho 
oould not soo that this had boon the case 
so far. All the Synod had done for St. 
John's Church was to take two or three 
Sundays' offertories during tho year for 
its owu uso. 

Mr, A. It. Robertson said ha had un- 
derstood that the Synod was formed for 
the purposo of giving the laity a voico in 
•hnrch matters. Now, up to this time 
the laity had really been over rnlod in tho 
Synod. In financial matters tho laity had 
little or no voice, and ho certainly 
thonght that the congregation should not 
contribute towards tho Bupport of this 
Synod, and also that it should not be- 
long to the Synod. 

Mr. Rodferu, neoonded by Dr. Tolmio, 
movad us an amendment to" Mr. Drake's 
motion that the congregation of St. 
John's Church do not consider that they 
belong to too Synod, and do not at present 
think it advisable to join. 

The amendment was thon put and car- 
ried, twenty-four voting for it and six 
against. 

The Idaho Indian War. 

The regular cavalry and Lewiston vol- 
unteers pursued and overhauled tho In- 
dians on Tuesday. Jim, Reuhau, Lovi 
and several other friendly Indians acted 
as scouts. They came up with tho In- 
diana near the Weipe Camas amid very 
groat undorgrowth of pine. The Indian! 
fired upon tho scouts and killed Lovi and 
one other, wounded Reuben, and another 
was shot through tho lungs. McConvillo 
with hia 18 men were in the advance, and 
were in a position of much danger. Tho 
Indiana woro concealed in the timber on 
both sides of them. MeCouville soon 
saw the regular cavalry turnod and flee- 
ing. Tho Indian scouts, through their 
tactics. drew the attention of tho hostilies, 
so as to let McConvillo and his men 
out of tho snap, and soeing that the wholo 
forco of tho regulars hud taken to flight, 
ho found it necessary to follow them 
rather than Buffer his handful of men to 
bo cut off. The wholo pursuing forco 
returned to Kamia, leaving Joseph's tnou 
roasters of tho situation. All tho com- 
mand had recrossed to tho south tido of 
Cloarwater, aud were to move to Lapwai, 
except 100 men undor Throckmorton, 
who, with artillery, aro to hold position 
till Col. Green's forco unites with him 
from Boiso. 

Howard will return to Lapwai, and 
Hmutor was informed that ho intended tc 
move north to the Spokane country. 
Volunteers will soon leave tho field and 
return to this placo and bo disbanded. 
Huutor says no one can tell whother tho 
war is endod. 

Many of the Indians who have surren- 
dered aro reservation Indian', und 
acknowledge they fought with Joseph. 
Thoy are to be brought to Lapwai for 
trial. No man soems to know for what 
point Joseph will make next. 

Still Later— 5 a. m.— A dispatch has 
just arrived stutiug that Joseph's warriors 
had re-crossed Clearwater and were at 
Jjawyer's canyon, Gen. Howard is at 
Lapwai. Ho has ordered troops just ar- 
rived on tho steamer Alnioutu to proceod 
forthwith to said poiat. He has also sout 
for Gen. Sully to meet him ut Lapwai at 
7 a. m. There is great demand for wag- 
gons to tako tho infantry to the front. 

Elko, July 20. — A spooial train con- 
taining about 500 troops aud 34 officers, 
undor command of Gen. Wlieaton, pasfod 
through horo this evening on their way 
to Idaho by way of steamer from San 
Francisco to Lewiston. Thoy aro fiuo 
looking regulars.

Tho steamship California arrivod from 
Sitka and way ports on Sunday, having 
boon dotuined en route 82 hours by fogs. 
The Indiansat Sitka nre insolent and saucy 
and the settlers are so ularmod that many 
aro leaving. Amongst the passengers by 
tho California were Dr. N. F. Foster and 
Mr. E. Shoaror, from Cassiar. Dr. Foster 
brought S20.000 in gold dust, and reports 
the outlook at tho mines ua very favour- 
able. 

Mr. Shearer reports that the discovory

up a 73 oz. nugget. McDanio Creek pro- 
mises to pay well in tho banks. It is 
a stream thirty miles long, and may rivul 
if not eclipse William Creek in richnoss. 
A new oreek called Dennis has beon 
found 18 milos north of McDame, and 
prospects from S8 and $20 por day to tho 
hand. Rath Bros, woro doing well in 
Thibert Creek, and sevorul companies i.ro 
taking out good pay. Doaso Creek was 
high and but little mining going on. Snow 
Creek has disappointed its first prospoots.

European guarantee, conditions virtually 
freeing tho Christians from Turkish rule, 
such as Turkoy previously rejected. Tho 
other party, headed by Geu.jlgiiatioff and 
Princo Tohorkasski. urge a deliant policy, 
tho settlement of the Eastoru question to 
be dictated in Constantinople. The con- 
ditions alrendy determined upon by this 
party are the cession of Kar.s, iintoum 
and "a portion of Bessarabia, tho Dardan- 
elles to bo either open or closed to every 
power indiscriminately; Turkey to be 
prohibited to possess a fleet, and Bul- 
garia, Roumanis, Servia, Bosnia and Her- 
zegovina to bo independent. Those who 
know exactly the stale of things say tho 
supreme hour for an attempt at mediation 
has arrivod, and that when onco Rust- 
chuk is in Russian hands it T/ill be too 
lato to influence tho Czar in a paoifio 
tense, 

Chicago, July 20. — Tho Inter-Ocean's 
cable special says: Dorlay's speoch indi- 
cates that the cabinet is not alarmed at 
Russian progress, and England will wait 
quietly till the war onds and only draw 
tha sword if terms of peace inimical to 
her aro made. Evidently some faith is 
put in Russian assurances. Tho war 
journals aro dissatisfied with tho ppoech. 
The Standard mildly censures the foreign 
minister for not publicly announcing tho 
government's policy. Tho r JHmes says 
Derby spoke in terms befitting a minister 
of state, which can easily defend its inter- 
ests if attacked, but which is not to bo 
moved by phantom perils.

A telegram from Vosoma states that 
tho Russian advance in Bulgaria has 
slackened in consequenco of dispatches 
received by Gortschukoif from certain 
powers. Tlio Russians will only re- 
sumo tho march after securing their 
rear, which is now only protected by 
tho crops near Bucharest. 

Constantinople, July li).— It is oflici 
ally announced that Abdul Kerim has 
been dismissed and Mehomet Ali succeed- 
ed him. The dismissal of Redif Pasha is 
reported probnble, but not confirmed offi- 
cially. Mohemet Ali is a Prussian whoso 
real namo is Sohultz. Ho has shown him- 
self oupablo as a division commander in 
Montonegro and ulsewhoro. 

Suleiman Pasha has been appointed 
commander of tho army in Roumanin. 

Mukhtar Pasha telegraphs f rom Kars of 
date tho I7th,that the roviatuuliug and re- 
organization of the Kars garrison is now 
complete 

London, July 20. — A dotaohmont of 
Greek volunteers has passed thu Turk- 
ish frontior. 

Tho insurrectionary movoment is ex- 
pected to spread in Thessaly. 

Tho minister of war is mobilizing Orook 
troops and the ministor of tho interior is 
calling out volunteers.

EUROPE. 

London, July 21.— Tho Town Council 
of Glasgow formally agreed to ask Gen. 
Grant to accopt tho freedom of the city. 

A Vienna special from Constantinople 
eays it is publicly stutod that tho Sultan 
thinks of abdicating in favor of Youssef 
Izzidian, bou of tho late Sultan Abdul 
Aziz, with whom ho is frequently in con- 
ference. 

A Londou dispatch from Pesth an- 
nounces that Prince GortsehakofT enter* 1 
into a formal agreement with tho Dapu- 
Uiau principalities tha! lie will not parti 
cipato in tW war or :-c:oivo any Territor- 
ial aggrandizement after tho conclusion 
of poa.ee. 

Vienna, July 21. — Grand Duke Nicl>o!as 
invited all foreign military attaches to 
personally inspect places which havo hoeu 
named as scenes of Russian atrocities. 

It is reported Kuzuulie has been taken 
by tho Russians, who are rapidly advanc- 
ing towards Pbilippolis. 

A Constantinople spoeial fays the Rus- 
sians are withiu throe hours' march of 
Philippopolis. Tho Turks uro now dis- 
playing great activity; troops and muni- 
tions are being dispatched in all haste. 
Unhappily fortifications ut Adrianoplo aro 
vory imperfect, and not even armed. Ono 
hundred cannons which have beon an- 
nounced for this destination havo not 
been delivered Some of them havo been 
dispatched iu all haste, but aro still on 
tho railway. Complaints are hoard about, 
want of everything— soldiers' rations, and 
especially nionoy. 

Vihnnv, July 21.— Tho Russian left 
wing is marching from Dobrudsoha, ono 
division against Silistria and tho other 
against Bar.srdijik. Tho Russian army of 
Rustchuk has advanced tho vanguard of 
tho 12th uorps to Radijau, south of R is- 
grade. The 11th corps starts from Sisto- 
va for Tiernova. Tho Turks have only 
from 50,000 to 60,000 men between Rust- 
oh'ik and Shumla. Tho 9th army corps 
started from Niot.polis to besiege Wid- 

An Athons correspondent telegraphs 
that it will bo difficult to restrain the Cro- 
tauu and Thosaaliims any longer. The 
prostigo of Turkoy is completely destroy- 
ed by hor failure to guard tho Danube

London, July 9, 1877. 
Tho competition began at Wimbledon 
to day. Tho weather was cloudy but thie; 
tho wind variable aud bafliing.

Fiuluyson, 32nd Butt., wins £5. Captain 
Hart, (1) 01st Batt., and Eusign Shiver 
(2), 87th Batt., each win £2. Tho other 
competitions aro not finished. 

Montreal, July 8.— Judgment in the 
Jacques Cartier case was delivered this 
morning by Mr. Justico Wilfrid Dorion. 
Ho held that, on the wholo, the respon- 
dent had personally douo everything in 
his power to prevent anything improper 
being dono. Ho challenged as irnproba- 
blo the stories of Burnette and others, tho 
former of which was unlikely, inasmuch 
as Brunette could givo neither day, nor 
dato, nor tho hour of the alleged conver- 
sation. Several witnesses had shown 
thomsolves to bo personally opposed to 
M. Laflammo.and had endeavored to com- 
promise. As to Liiflammo's statement on 
the platform, ho cited tho Muskoka and 
other election judgments, holding that it 
had not been proved that there was any- 
thing improper or irregular in thorn. As 
to general treating, this hud not been 
made out in accordance with the provis- 
ions of the law. lie remarked that tho 
evidenoe of ono or two *vitnesso3 was so 
decidedly contradictory as not to be wor- 
thy of credit, and henco ho had thrown it 
out. As to tho alleged intimidation of 
tho workmen in the quarry, every witnoss 
had sworn that each man was free to vote 
as he pleased. Threats made by unau- 
thorized peoplo were not oontomplated 
by tho Election Act, and henco all that 
had boon said on that head would havo 
fallen to the ground had there beon any- 
thing prcved, but niich hud not boon tho 
case. He saw nothing strange in tho 
friends of Mr. Laflammo working for him 
en masse. The friauds of his opponent 
had done the same. Tho petition was dis- 
missed with costs against tho petitioner, 
Tho caso will be appealed to tho Supreme 
Court. The judgment is causing a grout 
deal of discussion in political circles.
